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DETAILED ACTION 

112 Rejections Withdrawn 

The rejection of claims 23, 24, 27, 32, 33 and 36 under 35USC 1 1 2, first 
paragraph, outlined in the previous Office Action, has been overcome by applicant's 
amendment and arguments. With respect to claims 23, 24, 32 and 33, the amendment 
removes the term "comprises." With respect to claims 27 and 36, applicant's arguments 
have been carefully considered and are persuasive. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 20-40 are allowed for reasons of record.
